New Delhi, the 5 th August 1971 

G. S. R. 1144 — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Indian Telegraph 
%ct, 1885 (11 of i885),the Central Government hereby makes the following rulesf further t o 
imend the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, namely:— 

1. (1) Theserules may be called the|Indian Telegraph (Tenth Amendment) Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 10-8-1971-'! 
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2. In the Indian Telegraph Rules.. 1051 , (hereinafter referred to as the said rules) in rule 434 —
